By  an  order  of  the  Loo  1  Government  Board  dated  Slot  September, 
1867,  And  an  amending  order  dated  27th  February,  1909,  a  Fort  Sani¬ 
tary  Authority  was  constituted  to  exercise  the  po  ere  and  funotione 
assigned  by  the  Order* 

The  style  "Fort  Sanitary  Authority"  was  changed  to  "Fort  Health 
Authority"  in  1936*

te  landward  of  a  line  drawn  from  the  seaward  extremity  of  the  eastern 
boundary  of  the  Borough  of  Foole  to  the  eeaward  extremity  of  the  head¬ 
land  known  ae  Standfast  Point)  together  with  the  waters  of  the  said 
part  of  the  Fort  and  all  docks,  basins,  harbours,  ore eke,  rivers,  oban— 
nala,  roads,  bays  and  streams  within  that  part  of  the  said  Fort,  and 
the  plaoe  or  plaoee  which  nay  from  time  to  time  be  appointed  ae  the 
Customs  Boarding  S’*  tion  or  Stations  for  that  p  it  of  the  said  Fort, 
and  ths  place  or  plaoes  for  the  time  being  appointed  for  the  mooring 
or  anchoring  of  ships  for  the  said  part  01  the  said  Fort  under  any  regu¬ 
lations  for  the  preven tion  of  the  spread  of  diseases  Issued  under  the 
authority  of  the  Statutes  in  that  behalf,  and  for  the  purposes  of  any 
aueh  Regulations  as  aforesaid,  shall  also  extend  to  any  ship  which  in 
pursuance  thereof,  or  of  any  directions  given  thereunder  shall  he  moored 
or  anchored  at  the  pi  oe  appointed  thereunder  ae  aforesaid,  or  which 
shall  be  on  its  way  thither"*

The 
ahip  in  general  and  the  erew*s  quarters  in  partioui  r  a re  examined 
for  evldenoe  of  infestation.  Where  eviuenoe  la  found  or  suspected 
a  detailed  se  roh  of  the  ahip  -  including  tha  holds  -  Is  wads  by 
the  Rodent  Olflosr  who  sndosvours  to  secure  one  or  wore  rats  for 
bsetsrlologloal  and  pathological  examin  tlon. 

1 heuever  a  Dent  tin,  Certificate  or  Dojrattlng  iSxsmptiou  Carti fl¬ 
oats  is  found  to  be  out  of  data  or  a  certifies. te  is  needed,  a 
detailed  inspection  and  search  of  the  ship  is  wade  jointly  by  the 
Port  Health  Inspector  and  tha  Bodent  Officer  before  a  certificate 
la  issued  or  renewed.  A  alwll&r  procedure  is  adopted  before  the 
issue  or  renewal  of  Bodent  Control  Certificates  for  coastal  ships. 

2.  Bacteriological  and  pathologic nl  anauiin-tiv.no  of  rodents  are  carried 
out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Bournemouth,  (Dirsotor 

0.  J .  0.  King,  H.B.,  B.Oh.).  Ho  rats  wars  obtained  from  ships  dur¬ 
ing  the  year. 

3.  Small  Infestations  of  ruts  on  ships  are  dealt  with  directly  by  the 
Bodent  Officer,  using  standard  trapping  and  baiting  methods.  Major 
Infestations  requiring  large  scale  fumigations  ara  oarrled  out  by 
any  one  of  the  commercial  contractors  on  tha  Authority*e  list,  the 
arrangements  being  wade  direct  by  the  owners  or  agents. 

4.  The  Port  Health  Inspectors  work  in  very  close  liaison  with  the  ship 
designers  and  ship  builders  in  the  area  to  secure  proper  ra t proofing 
in  the  ships  built  in  the  Port.  Very  few  oppor tuni ties  arise  for 
the  improvement  of  structures  of  other  ships  owing  to  their  very 
short  stay  in  the  Port.

The  waters  of  Poole  Harbour  are  subject  to  intermittent  sewage 
pollution  froa  various  sources*  It  is  believed  that  a  good  deal  of  the 
pollution  comes  froa  Pcclo  Boy  which  receives  the  sewage  fr  a  the  three 
towns  on  its  shores* 

The  3cheme  for  the  diversion  of  oil  Poole  sewage  from  the  sea  to  the 
sewn re  disposal  works  proceeded  rapidly  in  1963#  uo rk  on  the  sewer  froa 
Parkiitane  being  near  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year*

observed*
